The trouble is that 
everybody knows that while Russia 
may honestly intend to evacuate 
Manchuria, circumstances will be too 
strong for her.

By the courtesy of H.E. the Governor, 
we received Jast night absolute confirma- 
tion of the news of Aguinslde's capture. It 
appears that the local Government recsived 
the information two days ago from H.B.M. 
Consul in Manila that the Filipino leader 
was in American hands, and in fact in safe 
custody in Manila, There is therefore no 
farther doubt about the news. 

We have also been allowed to see an early 
copy of the ‘New American ” of the 29th 
ult., which, in a graphic account of the 
capture of Sguinaldo by General Funston 
and his party, says the latter allowed him- 
telf and his outfit to be taken prisoner by 
native troops serving under the United 
States flag, who were, however, carefully 








to General Funston’s plan. They were 
then led to where Aguinaido’s bodyguard, 
consisting of fifty men armed with rifles, 
were drawn up t» receive the supposed 
prisoners and reinforcements. Ata signal 
the Macabebe troops, under the orders of 
General Funston, opened fire, and after a 
short resistance the insurrectionist leader's 
bodyguard fled, leaving two killed and 
eighteen wounded. A rush was then made 
for the house used by Aguinulds as his 
headquarters, and the Filipino chief was 
captured, together with Colonel Villa, his 
chief of staff, and Santiago Barcelona, 
Official treasurer. The oxploit seoms to 
have been a very smart piece of strategy. 
The immediate disposition of Aguinaldo, 
the “New American” adds, is uncertain.

Captain Watts-Joncs, however, 
would accept no advice, and would take no 
heed of the warnings which were so re- 
peatedly bestowed upon him, As he 
pressed onwards, the country became more 
and more disturbed, and his progress the 
more dificult. Nevertheless, by extra- 
ordinary good fortune, the plucky officer 
met with no farther misfortunes unril he 
chanced to meet nt Kueihuachéng Yii 
Hsien, the infamous Governor of Shansi, 
who not only refused to assist him, hut 
directly coniived xt and contrived 
murder. By wilful treachery and deceit 
Captain Watts-Jones was inveigled into 
thy Governor's yamen, where ‘he was 
captured, and from which he only emerged 
for the public exhibition and ceremonious 
parade through the streets of the tortures 
with which he was afflicted. With 
nhorate refinement the Chivese daily 
administered restoratives to their hapless 
victim, and were thus enabled to prolong 
their devilish proceeding over four da:

Jonvs was tortured, the Abbé of the 
Mission Belge fell into the hands of the 
bloodthirsty Yu Hsien, and shared a 
similarly barbarous treatment. ‘These 
acts wore the signal for a general massacre

to Englishmen here; he was 
hospitable, genial, and clear-sighted, 
always ready to meet any reasonable 
claims on his services: and, long as 
he has served in China and familiar 
ashe is with the language, he has 
never become pro-Chinese, like too 
many sinologues, We most heartily 
join with his fellow-citizens in w 
ing him and his charming wife a 
pleasant voyage, health and hap- 
piness at home, and an early return 
to their many friends in China. 














MANCHURL 
VENTION.

A VERY interesting point about 
Russia’s persistent endeavour to get 
China to sign the new Manchurian 
Convention is that it has provoked 
Russian officials in China to acknow- 
ledge the existence of the Cassini 
Convention, which was for so long 
both officially and semi-officially 
denied. “If we do not get this new 
convention signed,” say the Russians, 
“we lose all we gained by the Cassini 
Convention of 1896.”" We were 
plentifully ridiculed for our credulity 
when we published the secret treaty 
between Russia and China in 1896, 
but Russians themselves now own 
that we only stated facts, and we 
may add that the further state- 
ment we made five years ago, that 
that secret treaty was equivalent to 
a traitorous sale of Manchuria to 
Russia was absolutely true, and the 
traitor is still at work trying to per- 
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| suade the Emperor to put the seal to 
jthe bargain by ratifying the new 
| Manchurian Convention. It is satis- 
factory to know that Li Hung-chang 
is now almost entirely discredited, 
the Viceroy at Nanking being prefer- 
red to him as the medium for com- 
munication with the Emperor, and 
there is every reason to believe that 
Li will not much longer have any 
influence on the politics of China. 
{t was an insult to the Great German 
Chancellor ever to call Li the Bis- 
marek of China. 

We published a few days ago a 
telegram from Tokio stating that 
Russia had replied to Japan that the 
new Manchurian Convention would 
not harm China, and that Japan need 
not be alarmed about it. One version 
given’ us of this last clause was that 
“it was no business of Japan’s,” and 
it appears from the Reuter’s telegram 
which we publish this morning that 
the latter was the correct version, for 
that is obviously the meaning of the 
statement “that Russia is unwilling 
to discuss.with a third Power her 
agreement with China.” This  re- 
fusal of Russia to discuss with any 
other Power her agreement witn 
China might have some show 
of reason if that agreement did 
not concern any other Power, 
and did not violate existing 
treaties between China and other 
Powers. Herein lies the formal 








difficulty in which the other 
Powers are in regard to this 
Convention. It does not violate 
any treaties which Russia has with 
other Powers: and therefore the 
Powers have to complain to China, 
and bear the reproach that they are 
endeavouring to coerce the weaker 


Power and are afraid to attack 
the stronger one. According to the 
existing treaties between China 


and the Powers, every one of the 
latter has the same rights in Man- 
churia as Russia has, while this 
Convention confirms the exclusive 
rights given to Russia by the Cassini 
Convention, which, however, the other 
Powers have never officially recoguis- 
ed as its existence was officially 
denied by Russia. Of course, if Lord 
Salisbury had asserted himself five 
years ago, when we had no South 
‘African war on our hands,a great deal 
of what has happened subsequently 
would have been avoided, but the 
British Legation then preferred, as 
it was less troublesome, to accept 
Russia’s assurances, and those who 
warned our Government of the exist- 
ence of a secret treaty were laughed 
at for their pains. Even the “Times” 
told us that we had more imagination 
than knowledge, in which it merely 
echoed the Foreign Oftice. 

Article 6 of the draft Manchurian 
Convention ran: “ China should not, 
as previously agreed, employ subjects 
of any other Power in training naval 
and military forces in the northern 
provinees.”” This article, of course, 

















directly flouts all the other Powers, 
and the latest news is that it has been 
struck out. Article 8 was a sweeping 
contravention of the treaties of all 
the other Powers with China: “ China 
should not grant, without consent of 
Russia, to any other Power or its 
subjects any advantages relative to 
mines, railways, and other matters in 
the Russo-Chinese frontier provinces, 
viz, in Manchuria, Mongolia, and 
Kashgar, Yarkand, Khotan, and 
in Turkestan. Neither shall she con- 
struct her own railways in those 

inces without the consent of 
. Leases of territory outside of 
Newehwang shall not be granted to 
the subjects of any other Powers.” 
This as it stood was a pre-eminent 
proof of Russia’s anxiety for the 
maintenance of the integrity of the 
Chinese Empire (see Count Lams- 
dorff’s_deliverances in the China 
Blue Book, No. 1, 1901), but this 
article, we are told, has been modified, 
and now reads: “China shall not 
grant concessions for mining, railway 
construction, and any other com- 
mercial enterprises to the subjects 
of other Powers, without first con- 
sulting with Russia.” This, though 
not so sweeping as the clause it 
replaces, introduces an entirely 
unwarrantable limitation on exist- 
ing treaties; on what possible 
legitimate ground can Russia insist 
on the right to approve or veto per- 
mission to the subjects of other 
Powers to engage in industrial enter- 
prises in North China? 

While the new Manchurian Con- 
vention, involving as it does the 
substitution of the authority of 
Russia for that of China over Man- 
churia, is obnoxious to all the other 
Powers, it is especially obnoxious to 
Great Britain and the United States, 
who are so largely interested in the 
trade of Newchwang. There is a 
certainty that the trade of New- 
chwang would recover at once 
if there were reasonable security 
for the traders bringing down 
produce from the interior for ship- 
ment at Newchwang; but this 
trade is of no interest to Russia, and 
so no effort whatever is made by her 
to keep the waterways or roads safo 
for traffic. The Russians do not care, 
as our occasional correspondent wrote 
on the 28th ultimo, to “realise the 
importance of patrolling the river 
and establishing stations at intervals 
along the river bank, so as to insure 
the safety of bean-craft.” But Japan 
is even more interested in preventing 
the ratification of the Manchurian 
Convention. She is not only deeply 
interested in the trade of New- 
chwang, but it is vital to her 
existence as a nation that Russia 
should not be allowed to virtually 
annex Manchuria. After Manchu- 
ria, Corea; and it may be remem- 
bered that one of the terms of the 
recent treaty between China and 
Russia, which was specially singled 
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out by the “Times” for ridicule, was 
that “Russia may march troops to 
Corea across the Yalu river,” the 
Yalu being the boundary between 
Corea and Manchuria, Russia will 
not only have troops ready in Man- 
churia to march into Corea at any 
moment, but she is creating a naval 
station in the south of Corea withina 
few hours’ sail from Japan, It isim- 
possible for Japan to tolerate quietly 
for any length of time the tension 
which this will necessarily involve. 
The Japanese are a very high-spirited 
people, though Marquis Ito himself 
is now cautious and procrastinating 
in the extreme; and they are not 
likely to tamely endure being put 
off with the rebuff conveyed in 
the statement that the Manchurian 
Convention is no business of 
theirs, and sit down quietly to 
watch’ Russia consolidating her posi- 
tion in Manchuria and Goren, and 
improving from day to day her means 
of communication with her base in 
Enrope, Japan must know too the 
opinions formed by military and naval 
experts in the north of the capabili- 
ties of her sailors and soldiers as 
compared with those of her danger- 
ous neighbour.

posted and kept posted, until a new 
horizon dawns apon Shansi. 

This province contains the richest 
coal fields in the world, a part of 
which have been leased to the Anglo- 
Italian syndicate. Unless some such 
action is taken we believe that no 
Anglo-Italian coal will ever be ex- 
ported from that province within the 
lite-time of any of the present mem- 
bers of the company. ‘The Russians 
hold a concession for a railway through 
the Kukuan (Pass) to 7 
but Yu Hsien plainly told the agents 
of the Russo-Chinese Bank that he 
recognised no such rights, and should 
not tolerate the presence of those 
who represented then, 

Christian missions, Roman Catholic 
und Protestant, have been established 
all over the province, but they are 
now extinguished in fire and blood. 
Shall all ‘these varied interests be 
for ever abandoned ¢ If they are to 
be maintained, it will require more 
active effort and more’ co-operation 
than have yet been visible. What may 
be the present stage of the so-called 
“peace negotiations” we do not 
know and it may not be an 
important question. A far more 
serious one is the nature of the 
terms of settlement. We do no! 
know that our editorial opinion 
has any weight with diplomats, but 
we should like to remind them that 
when a little more than a year agu 
we begged them to insist that Ya 
Hsien should be degraded, they were 
deafer than the adder. When we 
repeatedly, explicitly, and solemnly 
warned them in December 1899 and 
the following months of the impend- 
ing peril of the whole Boxer inove- 
ment “from the Yellow River to the 
Great Wall and beyond ” they merely 
smiled an incredulous and an 
amused smile, and did absolutely 
nothing. Is this folly to be repeated ¢ 
If so, the nations concerned ought to 
know upon whom the responsibility 
will rest. 




































THE SEQUEL TO RUSSIAS 
RECENT ACTION. 
9th April. 

Rarety in history has there been 
a more clearly defined issue hidden 
in verbiage than that which resulted 
from the Russian demand for Man- 
churia. When some six months ago 
China threw down the gauntlet to 
the world there was momentary sur- 
prise, a shrug of cosmopolitan 
shoulders, and the comment, Quos 
Deus vult perdere, ete. But China 
was weak, as everybody knew, quite 
incapable of carrying out the pro- 
gramme laid down by the Empress 
Dowager and her Boxer friends. So 
the Allies, Russia amongst them, 
went to Peking. But they had no 
sooner arrived than a proposal was 
made that they should at once with- 
draw. This was the suggestion of 
Russia. Many of us were sure then 
that there was a deep-laid scheme 
behind the seeming humanitarianism. 
But in course of time the object of 
Russia's solicitude was made apparent, 
She was conspiring with the traitors 
in power to despoil China and fool 
the Allies. In a word she had de- 
termined with the aid of the party in 
power at Hsian and their pliant 
“plenipotentiaries” at Peking to 
throw down the gauntlet not only to 
the Western world (always excepting 
her complaisant friend, France) but 
to the Eastern as well, no less as it 
turns out to China than to Japan. 

{t was magnificent, but of course it 
was not war, and was never intended 
to be. Russian assurance is a model 
for all to copy who admire her 
methods. First’ she wheedles, then 
she flatiers, next she paves her way 
with gold. By this, the time has 
come for suggestion. 
leads to diplomacy, 
to demand, and demand to 
To what, depends on the opposing 
party or parties. If they are weal 
enough there is bluster, throat, 
talk of rupture of diplomatic relations, 
even of war. If they are strong, or 
have sufficiently powerful backers, 
matters are rarely allowed to rc 
this stage. ‘The graceful retirement 
is made without loss of face. Waere 
the opponent is weak, as China long 
has been, the end is usually achieved, 
Thus was Port Arthur attained, and 
many another privilege to which 
Russia has less right’ than_ others 
whose connection with China is more 
intimate than hers. 

But on the present occasion 
resistance has been more effective 
than was expected. There was noth- 
ing to be feared from China, it was 
thought. Nobody, autocratic Russia 
least of all, expected an expression 
of public opinion from the Chinese 
people. Who had ever heard of such 
athing? There is no public opinion, 
but such as is permitted, in Russia, 
how much less should it be looked 
for in the sleepy hollow of the Celes- 






































tials? But the unexpected always 


happens, and from north to south 
from within and from without, wher- 
ever a few patriotic Chinese could be 
got together with a telegraph wire 
attheir disposal, there was held a 
meeting of protest. Resolutions 
were passed and forwarded. Literati, 
merchants, and mandarins alike 
signed them. It was a genuine out- 
pouring of national feeling. Is it 
backed by power? That is the next 
point to consider, and the reply must 
be in the affirmative. The maddest 
of traitorous Russophils would hesi- 
tate before incurring the active oppo- 
sition of more than half the Viceroys 
of the empire, and those by far the 
most powerful. When the Yangtze 
valley has spoken, when Szechwan 
has applauded, and Shantung signi- 
fied her approval amid a chorus from 
Canton, Foochow, and even Singapore 
and Japan, there is no longer any 
doubt as to the power behind the 
voice. The Chinese army is for-the 
moment hardly as formidable as it 
might be, but then China would not 
under any circumstanees be left. to 
fight her own battle single-handed 
against the marauding Muscovite. 
The allies could not if they would 
stand by and see her despoiled. ‘To 
Great Britain and Germany the 
commercial loss would be too’ great, 
to Japan it would be a matter of life 
and death. 

‘The sequel of Russia's action there- 
fore is this. She has revealed her- 
self in her true colonrs. In those 
colours she stands exposed to the 
gaze of China’s millions, who do not 
like the aggressive nature of the 
blend. If her fag had been the skull 
and cross-bones, she could hard y 
have raised greater ire than she has 
dose, and it is nota small thing to 
have for near neighbours four hun- 
dred million enemies along a fron ier 
of ten thousand miles. Never in her 
yrevions history has Russia made 
uch a mistake asthis. Her blunders 
in the Balkan peninsula, great though 

were, were nothing compared 
it.” In Europe she was turned 
it is true, but she left behind 
oteries of sympathisers in Bn - 
garia, Roumelia, Servia, and Monte- 
negro.

General Stewart will 
ever remember with pride that he” has 
deen associated with such a splendid body 
of men and trusts that they will have a 
pleasant voyage to their homes, where a 
happy welcome is sure to be awaiting them 
by those who are as proud of them as the 
comrades they leave behind them are.” 
| But their military record is perhaps not 
x0 important as their moral influence. The 
i presence of these veterans—for they are 
not raw “tommies” but experienced 
“tars,” who left their homes and families 
to fight for their fellows—oxercised a 
splendid authority and rendered excellent 
service. They policed the whole of the 
British Quarter in the Tartar City and 
held themselves in readiness day and 
night, not only to maintain théhonour of 
the British subjects, but to defend the 
interests of the Chinese citizens, especial- 
ly the cause of the women and children. 
Again and again, in the coldest of weather 
and darkest of nights did they respond to 
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the call of the Chinese to render help to 
tho helpless. ‘They tracked out some rob- 
ber bands and one night after being fired 
upon some twelve times, succeeded in 
bringing three- of the ‘ringleaders to 
justice. 

They have gone, but they will not be 
forgotten. We hope the ner Century will 
see the new Commonwealth taking a 
leading part in tho Parliament of man 
aid helping on the federation of the 
world.

MacFarline of Tientsin, accompanied by 
a body of troops from’ Yangtstm under 
Capt. Rose, recovered the body, which was 
brought to Peking last night, ‘The funeral 
will take place to-morrow. 

‘This renewed atrocity on the life of an 
uglishman, perpetrated so near Peking, 
while tho troops are still in possession 
of the city, effectually disposes of the 
oft-repeated assertion that the Powers 
have meted out merciless punishment to 
those responsible for the recent riots. 
That outcry against the cruelty of the 
Allies is refuted by the attitude and acts 
of the Chinese. So far from acting too 
severely, the troops have exercised so 
much ieniency as to give to the Chinese 
the impression that Boxerism cannot be 
stamped out.

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‘THE FUNERAL OF THE REV. J. 
STONEHOUSE. 

Tho funeral of the Rev. J. Stonehouse, 
who wus barbarously murdered by Chinese 
near Lofa, took place on the 27th of 
March. It was a very representative 
gathering, including the British Minister, 
Bir E. M. Satow, K.C.M.G., as well as a 
large number of Chinese Christians. The 
following address was given at the funeral 
by tho Rev. M. Bigging:— 

T feel that I must say, however broken- 
ly, what during this last year and a half 

stonehouse has become to me. Many of 
you have known him longer, but I doubt 
if you have known him so intimately. 
‘They took me—a stranger here—into 
their home and let me share their lives 
there, and that is where first I learnt his 
worth as father and husband, and these 
were the centro of his life. “The home 
was full of lore, and his love was the 
strongest and richest there. Some of you 


must have watched, as I did, the father! 


d Little David through those hora days 
Of waiting in the siege, when the little 





life seemed all but gone, and the heart 
grew weary and sick as. day after day 
passed by and still no help came; if so, 
surely that passion week of love spoke to 
you and showed a man, To me it seemed 
‘a bright reflection of God's own lore to 
us; it taught me how the great Father 
loves. The home was the centre of Stone- 
house’s life—you will never under- 
stand him apart from that. It was very 
beautiful. It is only lately that Stone- 
house, the missionary, has grown greatly 
on me. A new comer cannot understand 
much, but it was the same here as in the 
home—the Chinese Christians were his 
children and he loved them as he did his 
own. There was here, as in the home, a 
certain abruptuess that a careless ob- 
server might mistake, and Stonehouse 
would be too proud to heed such a man, 
but there was burning beneath the same 
devoted, fervent jealous _lore,— 
greater than any of us realise I fancy. 
His heart was in the country more than 
the town. No sooner were the city walls 
left behind than his whole manner 
changed, he was at home and young 
again. The worries of work in the city 
cut him to the quick—though he hid the 
pain from others—but once outside ther 
were forgotten and fo i 
work and love were not lost is writ largo 
for all to read who will. The roll-call of 
true martyrs from his Church is second 
to none in Peking—if any can equal it. 
They are men that he loved as his own 
children, and there is no one kuows how 
much their loss has meant to him—he 
covered it up and hid it from men. I 
have seen enough only to know that it is 
so: not to probe the depths. These 
last few months have been to me a re- 
velation. With a work to do as every 
one knows hard and thankless, but whose 
sorest difficulties those outside his circle 
caunot know, he has done that work 
and done it well. What it has cost, how 
his soul was on fire for the men he loved 
and served, no one knows. He was very 
jealous for ‘them and men called it spite. 
He worked as few men can and people 
said he did nothing. There were times 























‘when he would have given up, but he did 


not. And at last whien the work is al- 
most done the Master has called him away 
suddenly, strangely. Do not. pity hi 
He died at his post as a man may 
He asked no pity in life—he needs 
none now. He has given his life in the 
service of those who were dearer to him 
than life. He knew the danger of his 
work. If you could revive this body, he 
would be back at the same work without 
a pause. But now the work is over for 
him, and our hearts are sore for the little 
ones and the wife far away, in their grief 
and loss. I camnot speak of that—ho 
and they would bid me stop. For my 
art T havo lost a friend, one that I love, 
Ronour and rely upon, one who trusted 
me and helped mo generously. It was 
good to be his colleague. It will-be hard 
to find his equak—a man, who, in life and 
death, was as true as stecl.

Reports from the interior of the province 
indiowte that quietness pretty generally 
prevails. At the same time, however, the 
lawless element of the population is in 
some sections making the most of tho 
inability (whether real or feigned) of the 
governing class to rule with a hand of iron. 
To Chimi forexcmple, robber bunds are er- 
rorising mauy neighbourhoods. A frequent 
method is to go quietly to some rich man 
and ask him for a loan, whether of money 
or some other commodity, If it is not 
forthcoming, torture is resorted to, and in 
the end the vietim is a poorer, if not a 
wiser mau, 

GENERAL RESTORATION OF PEACE. 

This state of affairs is due to the genoral 
disturbed condition of North China, and 
not to desire to injure these against whom 
the Boxers have been fighting. As far ag 
can be learned, there are now no demonstra- 
tions against the native Christians, In 
Weihsien, where, by the burning of the 
Presbyterian Mission promises in June 
last, Shantuny made her largest entry on 
the indemnity account which China owes 
the world ; in Chinanfu, where Governor 
Yuan's soldiershave been livingin (and sur- 
veptitiously looting from) the foreign pr 
mises placed in their charge ; in Chining- 
chou, where for a year past nothing more 
than’ ugly rumours have disturbed the 
deace ; in P'ingtu, where officials and 
people are alike ‘anxious to mike re 
paration for all losses—in theso places, ns 
in all others (in this province) where 
foreign residences are situated, quietuess 
reigns. 

MINING PROSPECTORS IN THE INTERIOR. 

Most of the German coal prospectors 
are again backat theirpermanent residences 
inlaud. Amoug these is one lady, the wife 
vf a representative of a mining’ syndicate 
living at Ichoufu. As far as is kuown, 
she is the first foreign woman who has 
this year ventured into the interior of 
Shaniung. 

PIFTY MILES OF THE GERMAN RAILWAY 

IN USE, : 

The first stago of the Shantung Railway 
is completed, “This section is from Tsing- 
tao round the bay to Kiaochou, distance 
of about fifty English miles. ' Trains are 
now running regularly; at present the 
service is a weekly one, to be rapidly 
increased, however, afser the formal open- 
ing of the line, an event which is 
scheduled for the second week in April. 
At that time a five-day theatre and w feast 
toall comers will give a Chinese flavour 
toa thoroughly Western institution which 
is doing its ‘part in the endeavour to 
“hust © tho Kast.”

BACK AGAIN 

‘The prrty of missionaries mentioned in 
an earlier letter as about to return to the 
interior of Shantung, left Chefoo on March 
19th on board a small Japanese steamer, 
and on the 2st disembarked at the 
forlorn junk-port of Yangkiakou, which 
Ties on the mud flats at the mouth of the 
“New Canal” to Chinanfu. jixteen mel 
British and Americans, formed ihe foreig 
contingent, with a Chinese complement of 
some forty refugees and servants. The 
patty bound for Chinanfu, Choup'ing and 
‘Paiaafu secured !onts and proceeded west- 
ward by the canal. The five destined for 
Chingchoufu and Weihsien came southward 
by cart, a two days’ journey, to this city. 
‘The military escort farnished by HE. the 
Governor behaved commeudibly and the 
magistrates en route courteously enter- 
tained the returning guests. 

MISSION PROPERTY INSPECTED. 

The largo and valuable plant of the 
English Baptist Mission located in this 
city was duly inspected by the local 
magistrate in company with the mi 
sionaries. ‘The buildings are in good con- 
dition, but serious depredations have been 
made pon the furniture and personal effects 
of the householders. Fortunately libraries, 

ictures, and large furniture have not been 
Badly demeged, but clothing, bedding and 
dishes are conspicuously absent. ‘The 
‘Museum was found intact, save for a few 
details, but a valuable machine plant, 
designed and built by one of the missionaries 
to aid tho Chinese in developing cotton 
ing and weaving, had been entirely 
destroyed by fire. 

MAKING THE BEST OF I, 

To our surprise the Prefectural Ex- 
amination was in full blast upon our 
arrival in this city. ‘This isa very unusual 
Axte for this public function, but an ex- 
planation may be found in the contemplated 
suspension of examinations by the proposed 
terms of peace with Ohina, Wo learn that 
several county (hsien) magistrates are also 
holding examinations, probably for the 
same reason, to wit, to reduce the 
threatoned obstacle to literary advancement 
to its lowest terms, and thus make the best 
of a bad bargain. 

ON TO WEIESIEN. 

‘To-day the writer, with two colleagues, 
expects to go to Weihsien to inspect the 
ruinsof the American Presbyterian Mission 
compound destroyed by the Chinese last 
June, A visit to the local magistrate and 
‘parley concerning our future residence 
thore, are also parts of the programme.

‘A DUST STORM. 

Last Thursday was a day ling to be 
remembered in Wuchang. ‘The afternoon 
was hot and sultry, the river smooth asa 
mill pond. About a quarter past six I saw 
a group of men earnestly discussing some- 
thing and continually looking northward 
towards the sky. Wondering what 
interested them T looked in the same 
direction and at first thought there must 
bea fire, ‘The sky towards the north was 
a lurid yellow, and before long the yellow 
spread across half the sky and sharp gusts of 
wind warned us of what was coming. Every- 
one rushed hither and thither gathering 
up as fast as they could everything that 
had been lyiny out of doors drying in the 
sunshine, ‘Then came fierce gusts of wind 
and within a very few minutes the sky was 
hidden and we were enveloped in a thick 
blinding storm of fine yellow dust, Tn 





spite of closed doors and windows the dast 

penetrated every where;furnitureand books, 

carpets and clothes were svon corered with 

it. Out of doors it blew into one’s eyes, 

stuck in one's throat, filled one’s nostrils 

tl everything tasted and smelt of dust. 
DAD TIME FOR THE JUNKS. 

On the river the effects of the storm were 
exon more marked. The deep yellow cloud 
was seen creeping up the Yaigize whilst 
the boats and junks higher up were either 
pexefully crossing the fiver, or quietly 
riding at anchor in calm water. At the 
sight of the dull cloud every sail was 
hastily pulied down and the boatmen 
rowed for very life to reach the shore be- 
fore the storm burst upon them, The 
junks made fast their moorings, or 
dropped an extra anchor, the beats waiting 
for customers hy the river banks were 
hastily drawn up higher, whilst many a 
luckless man about to return to Wuchang or 
ow resigned himself to spending the 
night with the Yangtze rolling between 


























himself and bis home. When the 
dust cloud came at any 
distance was hidden as in’a fog and those 





on the ri s could sce nothing of 
the boats struguling to cross. By eight or 
nine o'clock the air was comparatively 
x and all night the wind howled 
and at Jeast one Lot was overturned in the 
storm. 





A VERITABLE PLAGUE. 

It is five days siuce the storm first broke 
upon us but the dust still falls, and no 
amount of dusting or washing will keep ang 
thing clean for an hour. ‘The dust is very 
fine and soft and the Chinese say it is 
blown here from the shores of the Yellow 
River. Whilst many have seen dust 
storms before in Chiua no one seems to 
emember one so severe or prolonged as 
this. 

‘The rains of the last fortnight have been 
a great blessing to the country «nd the 
prospects of the wheat crop are brighter. 
‘Phe river is rising rapidly.

NOTES FROM PAOTINGFU, 


(Fuost ovR WESTERN sHANTUNG 
ConnESPONDEST.) 

On Friday the 22nd March a party left 
Peking for Paotingfu over the newly re- 
opened Luan line, passing through a 
breach in the wall of the north-western cor- 
ner of the southern city, and thence south- 
west to the Lukao Bridge, without going 
through or near Fengt'ai, the former 
Junction. AU of the railway-stations along 
the line except one or two of those nearest 
to Paotingfu and the one at that city 
were destroyed during the commotion and 
riots of last Muy. The object of this visit 
was to attend the memorial services for 
the Protestant missionaries killed at Pao- 
tingfu last year. The Rev. J. Walter Lowrie 
of the American Presbyterian Mission, 
who has been assisting the Mixed Com- 
mission governing the city, in connection 
with Dr. A. P. Peck of ‘the Ameri 
Board Mission, had made all neces 

rangements to this end. The provin- 
and city officials had also exerted them- 
selves to make everything as comfortable 
as possible for the visitors. ‘They had fit- 
ted up rooms at their own expense, neat- 
ly papered, matted, and provided with 
furniture, sufficient for all the party need- 
Jing accommodation, and on the night of 
arrival sent red cards with four led shecp. 
forty fowls, two hundred pears and five 
hundred eggs, besides furnishing a quanti- 
ty of foreign stores. The first service was 
at 11 a.m. on the 23rd, on the ruins of the 
utterly destroyed Presbyterian compound 
rather more than amite north of the north 
gate. Here a mat-shed had been erected 
































in the style usual for Chinese funerals, 











ese officials personally attend- 
ed during the interesting and impressive 
service, which was largely in Knglish. 
Tho Rev. C. A. Killie, of Keking, read ap- 
propriate passages of Scripture interspersed 
with remarks, a paper was read by Dr. J. 
Wherry giving “some account ‘of the 
Presbyterian martyrs, the foreigners 
among whom were eight in number, as 
follows:—Rev. F. E. S. Simcox, wife, 
and three children; Dr. C, V. R. Hodge, 
and Mrs. Hodge; "Dr. Geo. Y¥. Taylor. 
All of these had taken shelter in the houso 
of Mr. Simcox when attacked by the mob 
on the last day of June, and when the 
house was fired they“all perished together. 
s no remains whatever were ever found, 
there were no coffins prepared, and there 
was no burial other than the memorial 
service at this time, At the close Mr. 
Lowrie returned thanks to those who had 
attended, which included General Kettler, 
Colonel ‘Richter, and other German 
officers, with a detachment of German 
soldiers, and the German bind, as well as 
several French officers; and likewise in 
Chinese thanked the Provincial officers, 
Treasurer, and Judge, the prefect, and the 
district magistrate for their attendance. 
At the close of the services each of these 
officials came forward and saluted the 
numerous serolJs and inser with 
which the mat-pavilion was decorated. The 
German band Kindly discoursed beautiful 
and appropriate music, and tle cordial 
bearing of both German and french 
olficers aud men! was very marked.

1s on the day before, the 
Provincial Treasurer, and the Judge, the 
prefect, and the district magistrate being 
in attendance, as well as a Colonel of the 
Chineso army. General Kettler, and 
Colonel Richter, of the Germai ’army, 
and numerous other German officers were 
likewise present, and a party of French 
officers, as well as a Roman Catholic Fa- 
ther in citizen’s costume. The German 
band again played beautifully appropriate 
music, and a Frencli band which hod only

These services were largely in Chinese 
consisting of hymns and Scriptures, and 
an address by the Rev. D. Z. Shefiield, D.D., 
and by anative Pastor from Shantung, the 
Rev. Wu Yithsiang, who was a Seminary 
class-mate of the Rev. Meng Chi-sien, the 
senior Native Pastor of Paotingfu, who 
was killed by the Boxers, being unwilling 
to desert the missionaries, although it 
would have been easy for him to have 
escaped. Each of these addresses paid a 
fitting tribute to the characters of 
those’ deceased, explaining the motives 
which Jed to such sacrifices. The Rev. A. H. 
Smith followed with a similar utterance 
in English. After the close of the 
exercises the officials as heforo paid their 
respects to the dead—this time to the 
cofins—and then retired. Many hand- 
some floral tributes were sent iu, some by 
the Roman Catholic Fathers with a very 
eympathetic letter, and others by “ho 
officials. Each coin was decorated with 
‘a wreath of evergreens, and the mat- 
pavilions were adorned’ with scores of 
scrolls, screens, mottoes, etc., all of them 
most appropriate and’ many of _ them 
deeply touching. Over the matsbed con- 
taining all the coffins were the four char- 
acters: Shou Ssu Shan Tao, Holding 
unto Death the Virtuous In the 
afternoon of the same day the burial 
proper took place, at a cemetery newly 
acquired on a large plot of land lying be 
tween the old compound and the former 
hospital premises. Only six catafalques 
remained in the city, and all of them were 
voluntarily placed at tho disposal of the 
Mission without any charges. The re- 
maining coffins were otherwise transport- 
ed to the graves, but the long and im- 

osing procession headed by the screens, 

anners, mottoes, streamers, etc., etc., 
passed to tho south gate, through the 
entire length of the south suburb, and by 
a devious route to the cemetery, gazed at 
in respectful silence by thousands of 
spectators. Without previous intention

turned out to be exactly niue months sub- 
sequent to the massacres. The contrast 
between the tumultuous rioting of that 
terrible occasion, and the sabbath stillness 
of this was among the most striking con- 
trasts of this extraordinary experience. 
A few simple exercises at the graves con- 
cluded the ceremonies in public. At 
later hour the eighteen foreigners in- 
terested, including representatives of 
four Missions, met at the residence 
of Mr. Lowrie for a private memorial 
service, where tearful tributes and testi- 
monies were offered to the memories and 
the work of those who had fallen, several 
of them upon tho very threshold of their 
life's task, and others. after decades of 
service. From begining to end there 
was nothing to mar the completeness of 
the success in this difficult programme, 
and it was in many cases evident that the 
sorrow of some of the outside Chinese was 
unaffected and sincere.

On tho 27th instant the. twenty-third 
ordinary yearly meeting of the share- 
holders in’ the China Sugar Refinery Com- 
pany, Limited, took place at the offices 
of the General Agents (Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson and Co.), when the report and 
accounts were passed unanimously, the 
Consulting Committee re-elected and the 
auditors re-elected. Tho chairman said 
they had made a claim for loss at Tientsin 
on the Chinese Government and an 
equitable settlement was hoped for. The 
competition of beet sugar was still felt in 
the Eastern markets, but they had been 
well employed and were in favourable 
position so far as stochs of new sugar were 
concerned and the outlook for the current 
year seemed satisfactory. 

Not so favourable was the account the 
same gentleman had to give at tho 
annual meeting of Luzon Sugar Refinery 
Company, Limited, held immediately 
afterwards, They had been reduced to 
the local demand only in the Philiypines, 
and stocks soon began to accumulate so 
they had to close down pending scme 
new outlet being found for their pro- 
duction, The sum at debit had, how- 
ever, been reduced from $25,679.41 to 
$10,011.88.

A GRIEVANCE. 

It will be remembered that Japan made 
haste to sign the Anglo-German agree 
ment and that she was so anxious about 
the matter that she went to some trouble 
to obtain, both from Germany and Eng- 
land, assurances to the effect that she would 
de allowed to occupy the same position in 
respect of the treaty as the original signa~ 
tories, ‘The combination of haste, anxiety 
and simplicity, which she displayed on the 
occasion, combined with the fact that just 
before Count von Biilow’s startling utter- 
ance she had officially announced in answer 
to an interpellation in the Diet that Man- 
churia was covered by the Anglo-German 
agreement, makes her feel rather sick now 
‘that Germany has announced also officially 
that the agreement in question does not 
refer to Manchuria, and that England has 
not said that it does. 

Some of the articles that have been pub- 
lished on the subject in the Japanese 
Press are furious in tone—not so much 
‘against Russia as against Germany _and 
Europe in general. “The failure of Eng~ 
land and Germany,” says the “Japan 
Times,” the semi-official organ of the Go- 
vernment, “to communicate to the other 
Powers the very arbitrary sense in 
Which they meant to interpret the term 
Chinese territory is nothing short of 
deliberate fraud. . .

its local Government, Whatever mistakes 
the “Progressives” have made it hus to be 
admitted by all parties that under their 
vidance the London County Council has 
Gone great things for London; and though 
grext things eannot be done without spend- 
ing money the rates have not risen as the 
i Moderates” foretold. In these cireum 
stances the Opposition Party has found it 
necessary to adopt some new method of 
appealing to the constituencies, and the plan 
they have adopted is to drop the title of 
“Moderates,” to claim a fair share of the 






































progress which has been effected during 
the past twelve years, and to appeul to the 
Covservative and Unionist feeling in Lon- 
don by boldly calling themselves Conser- 
vatives and Unionists. Of course party

“AN IDEAL HUSBAND.’ 


The pecwiar genius of Oscar Wilde 
i “An Ideal Husband,” ‘The gift 
gram and paradox—for in hie case 
was surely a gift, yreatly culti- 
yated—has been liberally uscd, und the 
dialogue aparkles cynically through the four 
acts. The play is wel remembered 
in Shanghai, as much for the admirsble 
ruduction of it giveh in 1893 by 
rough, as for ite itrinsie worth aud vivid 
reality.” For “An [deal Husband” is a 
very clear, immensely clever, und faithful 
excinpliticativn of certain ‘truths, chief 
among which is the impossibility of escap- 
from the consequences of wrong-Joing. 
‘The dixhonour of twenty-two threatens 
Sir Robert Chiltern twenty years after 
with social and political extiiction, and 
tho acora of the wife in whose yes he has 
hither:o been all that is good and noble.

16,000 for the purpose of reconstructing 
the various churches torn down, and it bas 
been furthermore ngreed that extra precau- 
tions shall be taken in the future to protect 
the churches and converts of the various 
districts from harm and. injury, whilat 
proclamations shall be issued exhorting 
converts and non-converts to live in peace 
aud harmony with each other in th 
future, and avoid a repetition of what bas

“Now we, the Taotai and prefect of 
Héngeliou, hereby declare that the mis- 
Siouaries of various countries who come 
to China, braviug the dangers of vast 
oceans, sre solely actuated by the desire to 
































exhort people to be good; moreover, there 
has been any cvercion exercised to 

. Everyone is at perfect 
Wojo or not, just as he pleases, 
This principle is indeed perfectly just. 
You people of Héngchou, however, without 
considering what is right or what is wrong, 
making no diflerencs between black and 
white, recklessly stirred up riots, and, trust- 
ing in your numbers, attacked and destroyed 
hy’ fire British churches and murdered 
French subjects. Your ruthlessness, ferocity 
aud recklessness were beyond words. At 
prevent, although we have succeeded ‘in 
settling with the British by the payment 
ofan indenmity in compensstion, the case 
with ute French is more serious, We are 
now consulting and seeking a settlement 
with them, but find it exceeding difficult to 
do so, You people by your riots in one 
morning's time have brought danger aud 
difficulties without end upon the country. 
Those amongst you who have the lenst con 
science in you ask your henrts within you, 
Whit is the best way of extricating youre 
selves from danger? 

We have alrendy summarily decapitated 
Li Sing-ngo, one of the head desperadoes 
and others with him, and now hereby issue 
strict orders to the various district magistrate 
of the prefecture to use every effort to 
arrest others implicated in the murdera 
aforesaid, offering heavy rewards for their 
capture, 

We sre ‘now consulting with Jén, the 
French Vice-Chief of the Missiou, to settle 
matters; but although the affairs of the 
London’ Mission have already been settled

PRESENTATION OF AN ADDRESS. 

M. Ie Comte de Bezaure, Consul-General 
for France, who left on Wednesday 
night (3rd instant) for Europe to take 
the holiday he has earned yo well, 
carried with him the good-wishes and the 
regard of all who knew him. Notably, of 
course, is this the case with his own 
countrymen, and they did not allow him 
to depart without putting their sentiments 
into some lasting shape. Thus on Tues- 
day evening, at the Consulate, the French 
Colony foregathored under M. Brunat, 
the Chairman of the French Council, to 
take formal farewell of their Consul- 
Genoral. We abridge from the “ Echo de 
Chine” the following account of the pro- 
ceedings. 

The Address presented to the Comte de 
Bezaure began by stating that the French 
of Shanghai, appreciating the zeal and 
devotion with which he had for five years 
served and upheld the interests confided to 
him, desired to express the gratitude they 
felt for all he had done for the honour 
and development of the cause of France 
and particularly of the French Concession. 
‘The bringing into being of the system’ of 
water supply} the filling in of the Pagoda 
Creek; the extension of the Concession; 
tho important nes-work of roadways al- 
ready open or in ceurse of construction 
over all the district west of the Conces- 
sion, which would assuredly contribute to 
prosperous development; and lastly, the 
arrangement come to in the matter of the 
Ningpo Joss-house—these were, in brief, the 
titles the Comte de Bezaure held to the 
remembrance of the French in Shanghai. 
‘The formation’ of a Volunteer Company, 
and, when Shanghai seemed threatened 
with troubles such as those that affected 
the North, the arrival of regular troops, 
proved that ho had watched over them and 
their welfare, and the maintenance of 
French rights in China. ‘The firmness and 
energy which he had shown in the protec 
tion of missionaries, and the judicious 
rulings which he had given on quest®us 
which were not within the knowledge of 
the general public, were no less important 
titles to regard. ‘They thanked and con- 
gratulated him, and whole-beartedly 
added their testimony of esteem to those 
which had already bean given, or reserved 
for him, by the Government of the Re- 
public. "To Madame de Bezaure, whose 
grace and affability would be ‘always in 
memory, and whose health had been re- 
cently ‘so soverely tried, they wished a 
quick recovery. and with lier busband, a 
happy voyage, and the tranquil enjoyment 
‘of well-earned repose. 

The Comte de Bezaure replisd zrace- 
fully and briefly to this Address, ond 














finally, with the entrance of Madame de 
Bezaure, a timo of leave-taking and good 
wishes set in. iy all the members of 
the French Colony here were preseut at 
the ceremony, which must have afforded 
the Comte and Madame de Bezaure the 
highest gratification.

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DEATH OF CAPTAIN 
CLEMENS.

An inquest was held on board the 
German steamer Kuangping on Good Friday 
morning by Dr. Knipping, German Vice- 
Consul, ou the ‘body of ths master, Mr. 
Andrew Paul Clemens, who shot himéelf in 
his exbin when at sea, at midnight on the 
Qnd. From the evidence of the chief etlicer 
is appeared that Captain Clemens tad un- 
dressed himself and got into his bun 
with his Mauser rifle. He lay on hi 
back, covered with the bedelothes, with 
his rifle in his hauds, and had apparently 
illed the trigger with his tor, death 
Peing evidently instantaneous, ‘The ehiet 
oflicer henrd the report of the shot and 
lovked into the eabin, but seeing Captain 
Clemens apparently asleep, concluded that 
the noise must have come from the enzine- 
room, and it was only at 4a.m., when the 
‘quartermaster went ‘to, call the captain, 
that it was discovered what had happen- 
ed. The verdict was one of temporary 
insanity. No reason whatever is known 
why Gaptriu Clemens should have shot 
himself, He was in perfect health, a man 
of much reading and information, and a 
thoroughly good sailor, very much liked 
by all who knew him, and entirely trusted 
by his owners. The funeral tovk place 
at the Bubbling Well Cemetery at 4 o'clock 
on Saturday afternoon.

In this the history of the Chineso 
race stands ont in marked contrast to the 
history of Europe, a contrast which 
it may bo worth while to present in a few 
words. In Europe the physical features of 
the Continent have operated to produco 
nations much opposed to each other in 
sentiment and character, as, say, France 
and Germany. In China, despite even 
greater physical disabilities, the ryce has 
maintained its unity. Ie is’ not advanced 
that geographical considerations alone 
count for a result in Europe diametrically 
opposed to what we tind in China, but what- 
ever other forees have operated, family, 
dynastic, religious, — military, ambition 
and the schemes of statesmen, they have 
been common to both China and the West 
sae one particular. Had the Chris 
religion swept Eastward as well as, 
or insrend of, Westward, who ean doubt 
that its disintegrating power would have 
overcome all the resistatice of the emnser- 
vative forces that fell so steadily before it 
in Europe? Passing the fact of the 
wanifest solidarity wf the Chinese, we 
pause to uotice briefly some of the 
lifferences hetween the Chinese as wo find 
them ing. 
In the South the men are lithe, active, 
cleun-limbed, sharp of feature as of temper, 
and not of St ‘The North:

It will be remembered that the first 
attempt of the German steamer Suibsiang 
t» navigate the Yangtz» Garges ended iu 
the total wreck of the ill-fured ver, 
aptain and several of the native crew 
heing unfortunately drowned, But for 
the splendid service rendered by four of 
the Yangtze life-saving boats—or Red 
Boats as they are usually called from the 
eulour they are painted—there is 10 
doubt, that the wreck would have been 
attended by an appalling less of Jife, as 
there were with the ship's officers about 
thirty foreigners on board, most of them 
whieh 




















missionaries. in vative dress, is 
calculated to minimise the chances of a 
swimmer. ‘These four boats, Nos. 17, 


26, 28, and 31, shot out ‘from the 
shore the moment the accident happened, 
and in a few minutes succeeded in 
Ianding all the passengers and aticers, 
jnone of whom wero in the water very 
long and were doubtless kept nfluat by the 
life-belts provided by the ship, which were 
served out to everyone shortly after Leaving 
Tehang. Captain Broitag alone, in an un-

j It is needless to eay that the landing of ali 
who were saved entailed some very hard 
work and good judgment on the part of 
the four red-boats, and they did it, as these 
| boats always do, right manfully and well. 
| Ata time like the present, when our minds 
| are full of bitterness against the Chinese 
for their barharity in other places, it is well 
that the characteristic British love of fair 
| play should lead us to give every credit to 
& uative organisation 60 honesty managed 
and so splendidly served as the Yangize 
Life Savi g Service. This was started 
jin 1865 by the Viceroy Li Han-chang 
{with the small number of 6 boats. In 
| 1874 Viceroy Ting Pao.chén, when Gover- 
nor of Shantung, subserited Tis. 10,000, 
to which Szechuan added Tis. 6,000 and 
Hupeh Tis. 4,00, when the number of 
boats was increased to 21. In 1882 Admiral 
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Pao was going up with his family when h's 
Doat was overtumed at Chixkushih near 
Kueichon, and two of his young sons were 
drowned.

. ‘TRE FAMINE. 

In the matter of food-supply the outlook 
is not quite so gloomy as was reported 
L.st trip. Snow fell freely in the 11th aud 
12th moons and there is uow hope for 
some harvest next June. But in many 
places only about one-half the usual seed 
was nown, and ovon of that some of the 
grain was killed by drought before the 
snow came, so that at best the expectation 
is only for from one-quarter to one-half sn 
average crop. 

Although at present the distress is less 
urgent, yet many of the poor have died 
during the winter from cold and hunger. 
It is said that during the most trying part 
of the season, just past, as many as forty 
dead bodies were carried out of Changté 
city exch day. We are glid to say that 
none of the Christians appear to have 
succumbed. Many of the heathen hid 
sold wives and children in order that the 
remaining members of ¢! might 
he saved alive. In only one case’ did a 
Christian resort to such a procedure. A 
few days after the first distribution of 
relief sent from here, Sun Lan-] 
Ch‘uwang, sold his daughter 
cubinage. On this account the native 
brethren owitted him in the second dis- 
tribution. 

‘The rolief sent on two occasions was 
very thankfully received by the Christ 
and, especially at the second distribution 
under direction of Ch‘ai_ Fung feng, 
appears to have been diviled with ervat 
discrimination and impartiality. A-list 
was made of all those relieved, with the 
amount given to each, and brought back 
for our inspection, and at the same time a 
record was made of the persecutions the 
Christians have endured and the loses 
they have sustained. 

‘The Foreign Missin Committee has very 
generously, by cable. put at our disposal a 
sum of money for the further relief of the 
Christians, and our frievds in India and a 
conple of other friends have sent us suh- 
scriptions fur this purpose, so that if the 
drought should be renewed the funds 
alrealy on hand are probably sufficient for 
present needs. In this connection we re- 
cord with gratitude to Ged that Hoa I, who 
is eelling food for a living. has heen able not 
only to surport himself but also to con- 
tribu'e 1,500 cash for the relief of the 
brethren poorer than himself.

Chinese soldiers are still encamped in 
the neighbourhood of Cangt® and in the 
mi-sion premices there. We hear that the 
wealthy people of the city contributed 
3,000 ‘tian cash ($1,800.00 gold) towards 
the preparation of bomb-proofs in the 
mission yard with a view to taking 
refuge there when the allies arrive, ‘They 
evidently have got rid of the fear they 
once had that the mission yard and cellars 
were full of mines and other engines of 
destruction, and do not appear to have 
much confidence in the efficiency of their 
city wall with its tin-clad gates to turn 
Western armies 

Rumour had it that the Emperor was to 
return to Peking by way of Changtd in 
the 2ad moon, and orders had been issued 
to repair the roads for the occasion and to 
rect special stopping-places for him along 
the ronte. Tt was also avid that Yii Hsien 
and Tung Fu-hsiang had been executed. 

Boxers continue to drill in the 
towns and villaze about Changté and in 
[the city itself, and even in the yaméns 
there. But itis is now exrried on at 
iglit and not in the day as formerly. 

'uotai Chen had exuved to he removed, 
with water and broom, those inflammatory 
proclamations to which attention was 
culled in our Inst, showing that even in 
H nan some pressure ix being felt.

‘That they did not really inten to cut 
themselves off from Christianity is shown by 
the fact that they all (except Wang I) 
seen: still to consider themselves as Chris- 
tians and associate with other Christ 
Iu the case of Wang I there is some doubt 
as to his present attitude. It is said he 
refuses to join in worship with the others, 
It is denied that Ting Lien-shan at Toukung 
recanted.

I. 

Since the first treaties have been mado 
between China and foreign Powers, it has 
always been mentioned that the subjects 
of other countries have the right to enter 
the interior. In order to maintain good 
relations with other countries, the Court 
has already several times published orders 
to the various provinces, ordering thorough 
protection to foreigners, but the local of- 
ficials have, notwithstanding, been neglect- 
ful and careless, so that bandits disobey- 
ing these commands have made trouble, 
and there hare been many reports of for 
eigners having been attacked. 

It is owing to Our lack of ability that 
We were unable to show the ignorant peo- 
ple the right way, and therefore We aro 
responsible for immense errors. But the 
local officials at ordinary times have failed 
to show that they were trying to under- 
stand foreign affairs; they have never 
comprehended the essence of international 
rolations. So it has come about that the 
fire has spread further, thereby causing 
great damage to the Empire. If ono beats 
his breast and considers the matter tho- 
roughly, one must find ample cause for 
disquietude. 

From now on, everyone must exert. his 
full power of will, and leave all prejudice : 
all must know that the cultivation of good 
relations with friendly neighbours has been 
an_aecepted principle both in olden-times. 
and now. 

‘The people from foreign countries who 
come to China, ho it as merchants, to ex- 
change products, he it as travellers, to ex- 
tend their scientific knowledge, or be it 
as missionaries, whose main purpose it is 
to remind people of the pool, have with 
sveat difficulties surmounted’ mountains 
and crossed vast seas. As China boasts 
of being a civilised country, she must fulfil 
the obligations of a host to her guests. 

Besides that, the numbers of Chinese 
who hare gone to foreign countries during 
the last years are not less than several 
hundreds of thousands, and for the security 
of their persons and property, they have 
to depend solely upon the protection which 
foreign governments grant them. How 
can we, after this, allow foreigners here 
to he treated in the least different. way? 

We again make it the duty of all high 
provincial and military authorities to or- 
der their subordinates that as soon as of- 
ficials or subjects of foreign powers enter 
their districts, in all ways to look in an 
efficient manner to their security and pro- 
tection. If daring or insolent people 
should at any time maltreat or kill for~ 
cigners, they must hasten to restore order, 
to capture the culprits, and inflict punish- 
ment without reservation or delay. If, in 
consequence of indifference or inattention, 
or even in consequence of premeditated 
toleration, a specially serious case should 
occur. or any violation of the treaties 
should happen without order being at once 
restored and the culprits being punished, 
the Viceroy. the Governor and all high 
and local civil and military officials will be 
cashiered, so that they shall never again 
receive public office, nor will they be al- 
lowed to take office in another province 
in the hope that they will be rehabilitated, 
nor shall they receive further honours of 
any kind. i 

This edict must be printed and publish- 
ed, in order that both officials and people 
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may be cautioned and may desist from all 
bad habits for all time.
